their motor caravans. 

Special Deputies Not Called. 

The special Deputy Sheriffs, 
sworn in during the past week to 
prevent their entry to the county, 
were not in evidence. Twelve to 
15 hundred strong they had retired 
to their homes to await a sum- 
mons from the Sheriff should 
there be disorder. 

The invaders, however, appeared 
to be in peaceful mood. They 
grinned good-naturedly when State 
patroimen. told them they would 
have to get their automobiles and 
trucks off the road, and they 
watched the low- flying National 
Guard planes without resentment, 
even to the machine guns, jutting 
rakishly from the gunners’ cock- 
pits. 

We're here to stay until these 
boys come up out of the ground,” 
one of them told reporters. “These 
boys” are the workers in the Pea-

Miners Quit Work. 

Even before the motor caravans 
arrived, however, disaffection had 
broken out among the Peabody 
workers. Last night, 890 miners 
working in No. 8, at Tovey, voted 
to strike, and today the works were 
idle. Similarly, at No. 7, two miles 
west of Taylorville, only 47 men 
turned up for work this morning. 
Presumably the rest of the 400 who 


worked there yesterday had ‘le- 
cided to strike against the new 
scale. 


The miners who advanced on 
Taylorville today came in two pro 
cessions. One of them, compris- 
ing workers from Gillespie, Benid 
and other points south and wost, 
made its rendezvous at Nokomis 
and continued on to Taylorviile.

Shouse, until recently chairman 
of the Democratic National BExec- 
utive Committee, will succeed 
Henry 8. Curran, who will become 
vice-chairman of the Board of Di- 
rectors. 

The announcement was made 
yesterday in a letter to directors 
of the association from Pierre S. 
du Pont, chairman of the organi- 
zation’s Executive Committee, in 
which he said a “somewhat differ- 
ent character of work confronts” 
the association. 

Active steps toward organization 
will de required in some of the 
states to bring about promptly 
the ratification of the new amend- 
ment which Congress will submit,” 
he said. 

Shouse said the association was 
founded on the principle that the 
police power embodied in the 
eighteenth amendment never be- 
longed in the Federal Constitution 
and should be eliminated.” 

Now, he added, there is the 
duty, too, to see that in any sub- 
stitute that may be proposed this 
improper attempt at control is 
guarded against.”’ 

Shouse said: “During the past 
several years of education and 
preparation, the work of the Asso- 
ciation Against the Prohibition 
Amendment has been handled with 
intelligence, discretion and skill.

There is the duty, too, 
to see that in any substitute that 
may be proposed this improper at- 
tempt at control is guarded against. 
The American people are desirous 
of finding a way out of present 
difficulties, not of shifting to oth- 
ers that might prove equally an- 
noying. 

It seems to be generally agreed 
that the only sane method is to 
return control over the liquor 
problem to the several states. All 
good citizens are anxious to see 
the inauguration of systems of dis- 
tribution and sale that will min- 
imize abuses. 

To that end the association will 
give its thorough co-operation. Its 
interest will not céase with the 
mere accomplishment of repeal. 
On the other hand it will exert it- 
self to thé uttermost in the sup- 
port of law and order, proper rég- 
ulation and temperance. It has no 
selfish purpose to serve. It rec- 
ognizes the high obligation and 
duty of good citizenship. 

“Because of this increasing op-
